High Living Costs 


DURING THE PAST YEAR there has been considerable concern over }. 
the rising cost of living in Canada. Such conditions as now exist were to 
be expected after price controls and,.other anti-iriflation measures, enforced 
during the war, were removed. It was inevitable that these controls should 
be removed, but it is regrettable that the resulting ‘adjustment is proving a 
difficult one for many Canadians, Recently the Family Welfare Division of 
the Canadian Welfare Council made a survey throughout the Dominion of 
the effects of rising living costs on the average Canadian family, and the 
results of this survey show that there is indeed cause for anxiety over some 
aspects of this problem. Although incomes have increased and there: is 
little unemployment, it was evident from the report that many families are 
experiencing great difficulty in meeting present price levels.

This was a little better than 
one hundred times as many as the 
49 that were built in the.12 months 
of 1935-36, the first period of opera- 
tions under the Prairie Farm Reha- 
bilitation Act. 

A typical. dugout to hold a year’s 
supply of water generally measures

Corn is usually 
planted from three to six seeds to a 
hill, about eighteen inches apart each 
way or rows two to three feet apart. 
Tomato plants -require at 
eighteen inches each way, melons} 
squash and :cucumbers three plants 
to a hill, and hills about two to three 
feet apart. 

Second And Third Plantings 


Too much stress cannot be laid on 
continuous, planting of the standard 
vegetables like lettuce, radish, beans, 
carrots, beets, corn, etc. All of these 
will taste much better when they 
just begin to reach proper maturity. 
Most of them, especially the beans, 
lettuce, corn and such things, begin 
to get tough if left too long. The 
only way to assure a proper. suc- 
cession is to keep planting them, It 
is fart better, old gardeners say, to 
have several rows of them coming 
on two weeks apart than allat one 
time, In most parts of Canada it is 
quite possible to keep’ planting many 
vegetables right up to mid-July. .

The “new ray of hope’ in the 
dental profession’s fight to lessen 
tooth decay is fluorine, it was stated 
by the Canadian Dental Association 
in a message to the Health League 
of Canada issued in connection with 
the recent “national Health Week" 
observance.

‘Fluorine is an element that is a 
lose relative to chlorine, which lat- 
er is used in purification of water 
supplies, It was discovered that in 
localities where there is a natural 
supply of fluorine in the water sup- 
ply (one part per million is an ideal 
percentage) the prevalence of dental 
decay was lessened by 60 per cent: 

Fluorine is present in this percent- 
age in relatively only a few places 
throughout the world, but experi- 
ments are now being carried out in 
Canada and the United States to de- 
termine if adding the required quan- 
tity by mechanical means will .ob- 
tain the same result.as when it is 
naturally present. 


Study Required 


It will take from five to seven 
years to determine this, according to

treatment facilities, it is in the decline.

The main way by. which itis spread 
is by coughing and spitting. The germ- 
laden droplets from. the person with 
tuberculosis are breathed in Dy his 
unsuspecting child of friend or board- 
er in the house, Someone at school or 
at the office may be unwittingly sub- 
jected to this serious disease by ‘care- 
less spiting or. coughing. More rarely 
the disease is acquired by drinking un- 
pasturized milk | from tuberculosis 
cows.” 

Unfortunately the start of the dis-} 
ease is often indefinite. A person may 
feel only, slight fatigue or, show slight 
‘weight loss or have. a mild .covgh, 
whife- the disease gains its. hold. 

The earliest detection of tiberculosis 
fof the lungs,is by x-ray. The increas- 
ing routine use of chest, x-rays in the 
examination of presumably healthy 
groups in the population Was been one 
of the important measures leading to 
the early diagnosis, treatment and 
conrol of the. disease, 

The spread. of tuberculosis can be 
prevented. Tuberculosis can be: cured 
by treatment. If you have a prolonged 
cough, or persistent fatigue, or weight 
loss, consult your physician. Have an 
annual medical examination.

‘The diversion tunnel, which will be 
about 20 feet. in finished diameter 
after lining, employed an average 
crew of 100 men since October, 1946. 
The irrigation tunnel, now started, 
will be 2,500 feet in length, with 
finished diameter of 17 feet. This 
will carry water from the reservoir 
to the irrigation canal. 3s.
